The chiefs of the Backfoot Indians 
near Gleichen, Alberta, approve of the 
motion pctures wh ch are beitg tak- 
sn of their tribe for the National Mu- 
seum of Canada, according to Mr. J. 
H. Gooderham, Indian Agent to these 
tndians, who has written to this ef- 
fect in a letter just received at the 
Museum. 

The Museum archaeologist visited 
these Ind ans for nearly a week in 
Ictober, 1928, and took some 800 feet 
of motion picture film but, as the Sun 
Dance is given only in. summer, he 
could. not take that, the most inter- 
2sting ceremony of any plains Indian 
‘ribe.-He again visited them for six 
days in October last, secur'ng many 
specimens, but no. motion picture film, 
as his allowance of-film for the sea- 
son had. long been exhausted. The 
chiefs invited him. to attend a pipe 
ceremonial but, having no film for the 
purpose, he went elsewhere to buy 
ypecimens for the Museum. The 
chiefs, according to Mr. Gooderham's 
letter (dated December’ 3, 1929), ap- 
prove of the Nat onal Museum tak'ng 
motion pictures even. of the Sun 
Dance. “Seeing is believing” with the 
old Indians states Mr. Gooderham, 
‘who goes on to state.that the Mu- 
seum postcard showing exhibits in 
place, which was sent to him to show 
to the Ind ans, “‘w ll do much to make 
clear” the Museum work “and the ob- 
ject of the archaecologist’s visits.”
